Chile Will Not Withdraw Con­ 
suls From Peru, Chilean 
Minister Announces 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Xo confirm­ 
ation has been received at the Peruv­ 
ian consulate here today of the re­ 
port. that a diplomatic break between 
Peru and Chile had been averted by 
an apology on the part of tile Peruv­ 
ian government. 
Attaches of the consulate declared 
they had “little confidence” in the re­ 
port. 
Castro Ruiz, Chilean consul in New 
York, last night authorized the state­ 
ment that the differences between Pe­ 
rn and Chile had been overcome by an 
apology on the part of the Peruvian 
government. 
He said this informa­ 
tion had reached him in a cablegram 
from Santiago. 
The apology sent from Lima, Ruiz 
said, was wholly satisfactory to the 
Chilean government and “brought the 
misunderstanding to an end.” 
Messages received from Santiago, 
Ruiz declared, 
denied 
reports that 
there had been anti-Peruvian demon­ 
strations throughout Chile. 


BUENOS 
AIRES, 
Nov. 
27.—The 
Chilean minister to Argentine was of­ 
ficially notified today that his govern­ 
ment has decided not to withdraw its 
consuls from Peru, despite the latter 
country’s apparent intention of recall­ 
ing its consuls from Chile. 
It was announced by Peruvian offi­ 
cials here that the Peruvian troops

to 
northern 
ports 
were 
de­ 
spatched only for the purpose of pre­ 
venting anti-Chilean outbreaks. 
A dispatch from Lima today reports 
the Peruvian congress had held a 
secret session with the foreign min­ 
ister.

(By Mail.)—How’ the Polish 
troops from America helped stop and 
turn back the Hun tide that attempted 
to sweep around Rheims in the first 
days of the last German offensive was 
told today by Stanley Zalesny, who is 
almost recuperated from wounds he 
received in the fighting. 
Stanley Zalesny is a Cleveland boy 
by adoption. He went from Poland to 
Cleveland to bo free from German 
kulture, and studied in the Cleveland 
schools. 
He is a clean-cut, robust 
American boy, now, with a slightly 
Polish accent, and wearing the uni­ 
form of the Polish Legion, to which. 
he volunteered. 
“We were near Suippes, east of 
Rheims,’’ he said, “just before the of­ 
fensive: we found Americans were on 
our left, and we were glad. 
We want­ 
ed to fight alongside of them. 
Our 
outfit was made up to a large extent 
of Poles from America and England. 
So we were English-speaking, though 
we had a French general commanding 
us. 
He had two Russian Polish gen­ 
erals under him. 
“When the 
Germans 
came over 
there were lots of them, and the ar­ 
tillery was heavy. We knew the Amer­ 
icans would hold them on the left, and 
the French on the right, so we shoved 
them back, and went over after them. 
I was with the first Polish troops to 
get to the German trenches. 
“Then I was sent ouL/on a patrol 
with seven others of my dkmpanv. We 
got into a pretty hot place, and it was 
bad. Six of them were killed, and only 
two of us got hack. 
We were taken 
to the American hospital and cared 
for by the Americans, and we were 
glad to get hack with our own Ameri­ 
cans. I ani having the time of my life, 
and feel fine now. 
You can see how 
well we are getting.” 
Young Zalesny speaks Russian and 
some German in addition to Polish and 
“American.” He says that most of his 
comrades speak Russian, too. 
They 
are hoping to get to the Russian front 
now, he says. because they believe 
they could do more good, not only 
fighting, /but bv the influence they 
might have among the Russians and 
Poles who could he shown that the 
German must be conquered. 
The Polish Legion is interesting, es­ 
pecially to the Americans who encoun­ 
ter these rugged chaps in French blue 
uniform with distinctive square-topped 
hats, and an abundant vocabulary of 
standard American slang. Their devo­ 
tion. bravery, and high morale excite 
praise everywhere.

Santa Ana resident, started to France

Register from "Some­ 
where in England,”

The note was enclosed in a 
letter to Mrs. Benjamin of 306*4 West 
First street, and reads as follows: 
As most of my friends understood 
before I left Santa Ana, my destina­ 
tion was France, but found such need 
of men in England that I volunteered 
to hell) here for a while and go to 
France later. 
It is a wonderful work 
we are in too, and well worth while. 
George B. Cole, a teacher of Eng­ 
lish literature in one of the colleges 
in the State of Washington, and I, 
(just we two) have been assigned to a 
large Naval Aviation Base of over 
2000 men, which speaks more plainly 
than I can otherwise tell it of the
